asatent, is with an unmeaſurable breadthextended, over 
and about it, and adorned with many and glorious lights, 
as the Sunne, Moone, Planets, and other ſtarrcs innume- 
rable. And that the earth mightbea fit habitation or dwel- 
ling for man and other terreſtrial creatures, and through 
its plentiful fruit nouriſhand ſuſtaine them, hath God ex- 
alced it above the waters, and ordained unto the Zea its pla- 
ce in the depths on ſuch a manner , that ſhee on every ſide 
comprehending the earth with its krookednes, doth di- 
ſtinguiſch anddivide the ſame inthree ſeveral pars or great 
continents, that is firm lands; over which the deſcribers 
of the earth (as the Aſtronomers over heaven) place vizf 
circkels ; as the AquinoCQtial, fo called, becauſe night 
and day arc over the whole carth of one length whenſoc- 
uer the Son doth come in this circkel , which happeneth 
about the 21 of march and the 23%: of September. This 
circkel is alſo called Aquator, to which when the Sunne 
commeth, it maketh the dayes and the nights equal; the 
Marriners of the lowe countreys doe call it the middel-line, 
becauſe it doth divide the face of the earth in two equal 
parts, whereof the one tendeth rowards the north, and 
the other towards the ſouth and ſo it isthe very middle be- 
twixt the Northern, and ſouthern lines, or Poles. The 
other is called Tropicus Cancri , or the Sunne turning of 
the Crab, becauſe the Sunne when it commeth to this cir- 
kel about the 21 the of June, beginneth to turne towards 
the Aquator , and then it isthe longeſt day to thoſe who 
livein the north, andthe ſhorteſt to thoſe wholive in the 
ſouth from the Aquator: this cirkelis ſituated 23 degrees 
31; minutes northward from the middel-line. The third 
istearmed Tropicus Capricorni, ora Sunne-turning of the 
ſigne in the heaven called Capricorne, becauſe the Sunne, 
when it commeth to thiscirckel, which isabout the 22 of 
December, beginneth to turneand to klimbe towards the 
Zquator; and then it is, contrary as before, the ſhor- 
teſt day to thoſe who live in the North, and the longeſt 
to thoſe who live in the South of the mid-line : and this 
ſigne is ſituated 23 degrees, 31; minuits in the South of 
the Aquinottial. The 4% is called Circulus Arcticus, the 
Northern cirkel , and the 5* Circulus AntarCcticus, the 
Southern cirkel: theſe are ſituated 23 degrees 31; minuits, 
the one from the Northern, and the other from the 
Southern pole or diameter of the world, and are through 
the circumrotation off the heaven deſcribed from the Pole 
of the Zodiak , or the courſe of rhe Sunne. The ancient 
ind moſt ſkilful Aſtronomers underſtand by the Circulus 
Ar&ticusnot onely this which is deſcribed; butſuch a circ- 
kel whoſe half Diameter or line which goeth through the 
midle point , is even as much as the heyght of-the pole 
from every place, comprehending alwayes thoſe ſtarres 
which before the heyght of every land never goe under ; 
in which regard this circkel in all countreys which differ in 
breath, doth differ, as alſo from Antarcticus: but in the 
aforeſayd deſcription wee followe the common manner of 
the deſcribers commons Theearth is alſo through the 
aforenamed 4 laſt cirkels divided in 5 great regions, by 
the Grieck called Zonas, or girdels, becaulc that they 
in the form of girdels doe compaſle the globe of the 
Earth. The firſt thereof is environed or encloſed within 
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the northern circkel , and beareth thename ofithe North- 
ern colde region. The ſecond is called the Southern col- 
de region, ruming round about the Southern Pole wis 
ttun the Southern circkel. The third, being the middel- - 
moſt amongſt them all, is called the barren and hot re: 
gion, and 1s ſituated betweene the Circkels of the Can- 
cer or Crab and theſigne of Capricornus. The 4* is ſitua« 
ted betwixt the Northern Circkel and the Circkel of the 
Crab, andis called the tempeted Northern Region. The 
laſt, called the Southerne temperate region , is ſituated 
betwixt the Circkel of Capricornus and the Southerne 
Circkel. Theolde Philoſophers and Deſcribers of coun« 
treys did ſuppoſe that of theſe vijf the two temperate alone 
wherein habited, and that of the other three, the two colde 
ones colde not be inhabited,in regard of the great intolera- 
ble colde, andthe barren hot region, in regard of the bur= 
ning heat of the Sunne. But time inconcluſiou hath pro- 
duced, the truth thereof: ſeing we have experienced about 
150 Jears hence that they All are inhabited, but the cuide 
leaſt ofall, as Greenlandt, Yſland, Lapland the utmoſt 
parts of Norway, and ſuch like countreys. Experience li- 
kewiſe hath taught us that in the barnen, hot region the 
heat is not untolerable, neither doth it burne in ſuch 
amanner as the Ancient conceyved : ſith there are found 
many excellent fruitful and populous Kingdomes , as 
Gennee , AMthiope, Arabien, Eaſt - Indies , the fa- 
mous Ilands Sumatra, Java, and Molucquen; as alſoo 
Breſilien, Peru, Nieuw-Spaine, and other ſuch like coun- 
treys. 
For to have the tight underſtanding of the ſituation of 
countreys, wee muſt knowe that the deſcribers of the 
earth caſculate the ſame according to the degrees of length 
and breadth. "The breadth of blaces (which 1salwayes alike 
at the height ofthe Pole) is accounted from the midle line 
to be twofold, Nortliward or Southward to the number 
of ninety. Thelengthis accounted from te Meridian-line 
which runneth overde Pico de Taydain the Iland Tene- 
riffa, along the midle-line cowards the Eaſt, to the num- 
ber of 360, as for example, Amſterdam is ſituated 523 from 
the midle-line towards the North , which is the breadth 
or the Poles hcigth of the fame city, and in the lengih 
23 degrees, becauſethe ſame doth agree with ſuch a de- 
gree of the Aquinodtial , calculating from the aforclayd 
Meridian. De Cabo de Bona Eſperanca is ſituated on 
the breadth Southward from 34; degrees, and in thelength 
from 42 degrees. The countreys or cities ſituated under 
the ſame Icngrth have alwayes at one time ahdmoment . 
alike midday , and alike houre of the day: as when it is 
nooncrideat Amſterdam then it isalſo nygonetide at Bergen 
in Norway, at Lions in France, at Algiers in Barbary , 
and ſuch like places ſituated in one lenght, Bur thoſe which 
are ſituated under ſeyerall degrees of length , differ like- 
wiſe in the calculaiton ofhoures; fo that when itis midday 
in the forenamed places, then it isar Bantam in the Iland 
Java 7 houresand 12 minutes in the aſternoone , becauſe 
the ſame city 1$ ſituated 108 degrees in the length roward 
the Eaſt, for it diftersevery 15 degrees one houre: but in 
the city Lima, lying in Peru, it is 6 houresin the fore-noo- 
ne, becauſle te fame city is ſituated in the length about 
godegrees towards the Welt , as Amſterdam. Thoſe al- 
ſo which are ſituated unde thelike breadth or heigth of the 
Pole, hauealwayes alike length of dayes and nights: this 
isalſoto be underſtord, that thoſe who live on the ſouth- 
ſide ofthe midle-linehave the ſhorteſt day, when we have _ 
the longeſt : asthey have the Winter when we have che L 
Sommet , and wethe Winter , when they have the Sotn- 
mer. But they which are ſituated under an unequal breadth 
or height of .the Pole , haye _ unequal length of __ | 
an 
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and nights: forthe farter a place is ſituated from the mudle- 
line , how the longe?* day 18greater there, and the ſhorteſt 
les. As for examplethey Sho live under the AquinoCti il 

line, have day and night thorough the whole yeare alike 
- long, withourchange. They who live on the breadth of 
30degrees, have thelongeſt day, almoſt of 14 houres: on 
the breadth of 50 degrees, the longeſt day hath ſlifly 16 
houres. Under the Northern Circkel, which wee call 
Circules Artticus, doth notthe Sunneon the longeſt day 
ſetor goe under the Horizon. Onthe breadth of 70 de- 
grees doth not the Sunne ſetin 64, daycs: and lo tollowing 
the longed dayes encreaſſe till under the Pole, where in 
the whole year not more is then one day and one night, 
each continuing one half yeare. 

Further more the Earth is divided ad this day in two 
great firm lands and parts, in Antiquam or olde and No- 
©4am or nicuw America, called the Nicuw W orlde. The 
firſt called the olde Worlde, becauſe it was onely knowne 
tothe Ancient, have the ancicat Deſcribers of the Earth 
divided againc in three parts , towit, in Europa, Aſia, 
and Africa. 


1” UROPA, as ſome wil have it, hath its name from 
the Dochterof Agenor, King of Syrien , raviſhed by 
Jupiter , which others eſteeme to be fabulous, ſuppoſing 
that the Originall of this name is unkouwne. The terrico- 
ries of Europe in the Weſt are the great Zea, in the ſouth 
the Mediterrancan Zea, in the Eaſt the Archipelage, 
Ponrus Euxinus , or Mzotis Palus, and the rightlineaſcen- 
ding thither wards the North to the River Dwyna, from 
whence the Ys - Sca doth waſhe againſt Europe. Albeit 
this part of the Worlde be very ſmal in reſpect, of the 
other partsof the Earth, yet not with ſtanding it is com- 
mended above all other Countreys for its ſingular vertues , 
and ſpecially for the wholeſom and temperate ayr, the 
fruytfulnesof the Earth , and abundance of all other neceſ- 
faryes for the maintenance of Mans-life; being watered 
with many fayre Rivers, and furnithed with many hot and 
colde water-veynes or bathings , effeCtual and fit for the ex- 
pelling of ſeverall diſeaſes. Here grow no drugs nor pre- 
cious ſtones, but abundance of Korne, Wine, and als 
ſorr of fayr tree-fruit. Here are few cruel end pernitious 
beaſts, bur tame Creatures in a greater multicude and fayret 
thenane where. Though that which this Countrey doth 
moſt boaſt of , is the great multitude of its fayre , welbuilt 
and populous cityes, which are here farre more in num- 
ber, then in other partsof the carth. Europe hath formerly 
through the Monarchy of the Grecians and Romans, ru- 
ledasa Queene over the Countreys of Aſia and Africa: al 
ſhee yet dothat this day through the Muſcoviters and Tur- 
kes, asalfo through the Caſtilianen, Portugalsand Hollan- 
ders; who have dominion over many places, countreys , 
Ilands, and potent Cities therein conteyned, and who 
doe ſubdue under theyr obedience almoſt whole America. 


PAYNE isthe Weſtern, andtherefore alſo the firſt 
Kingdom of Europe, oftheyr inhabitans —__ Eſpan- 
na , within nameasallothe People have theyr denomina- 
tion and derivation ofcertayn Provincein Aſia, in former 
time called Pania, ofpan who was Lord of the ſame. Spain 
ison all the 4 parts or {ide environed with the Zea, except 
onthe North-caſt-korner which is compaſled about with 
the Pyrenian hils, ſor aſeparation from Frans. *t Is a won- 
derfull bleſſed countrey , not onely in reſpeCt of fruytful 
ground, but alſo of an healthy ayre; hence it is that there 
1s ſo faire agrowthof oyle, ſugar, figs, raiſons, oranges , 
lemmous, citrons, pomegranats, kappers, and other 
medecinal hearbs; and above all ſuch ſtrong and delicate 
ſortes of wineas any whercareto be had. The wordly go- 
vernement of Spayne conliſteth in a King, ——_ les 
he doth not conclude of any nomentany affaires without 
the adviſe ofthe 12 , who one withan other make up the 
high Counſel. The Eccleſiaſtical governement conſiſteth 
in Arch, Biſſhops and Biſſhops; the firſt are ten in num- 
ber, the other more then vifty. Spain in our time is gotten 
under one King, which was never ficn before in 800 yea- 
res, no, withſtanding conteyning 16 ſeucral Kingdoms as 


may be ſcene in the Spanith Titels: bur Caſtilien or Caſtilie 
Arragon and Portugalare the chicteſt , under which all the 
other rclert. 


RRAGON hath its denomination from the Pro- 

vince Tarroconenſis, in which it is ſituated, or from 
the City Tarragona. Its head or Mother-city is Saragoſſa , 
in formertime called Czfar Auguſta, placed on the River 
Ebro. Inthe midſt of this Kingdom 1s Monſon founded , 
wether the King once in three yeardoth reſort in his owne 
Perſon, for the receyving of his revenues. 

he third krowne of Spayne conteyneth the Kingdoms 
of Portugal and Algarven; Portugal 1s laſt of all yoyned 
unto the other Spaniſh Kingdoms. *t Is ſuppoſed that the 
revenues of the Kingdom import yearly 2 millions of duc- 
cats, which wealth doth moſt ariſe from the great trade 
which the Portugalsdriveupon Ginee, Braſil, and Portu- 
gals [ndien; but the countrey is alſo frutiul in it ſelf, affor- 
ding many ſortes of wine, oyl, and. other commodities. 
The mayne City of Portugalis Lisbon, ſituated on the 
Riverof Tajo, ancxcellentand great city of Merchandize. 


F RANCE, the nobleſt, fruitſulſt and moſt potenc 
Kingdomeof Europe, hath its name fromthe Frankes, 
a Pcople of Germany , which 1200 years hence began to 
conpuerit. Forthe environing of this Kingdom, isdrawn 
inthe Northa line from Calis to the freedom of Straetz- 
burgh ; which line they of Artois, Henegou and Lutzen- 
burgh docletlye on the left hand. In the Weſt Frans doth 
beath on the Sea of Aquitanien , nu Gujenne, and partly 
on the Pyrrhenian hils, which faſten and joyneit to Spayn, 
in the South it borderethonthe Mediterranean Sea; in 
the Eaſt the high hils (called the Alpes) divide it from 
Iraly , the hil Iura from Helvetia or Switſerland, and the 
River Rheine from Germany. "This countrey hath abun- 
dance of wheat and all other forts of Korne : of wine wee 
find here many ſorts , andin ſuch abundance, that it doth 
not onely ſupply it ſelf therewith, bur alſo Engelandt, 
Schotlandt, the lowe countreys and many other = be= 
ſides, in the Southern parts of Fransis plenty of oyle, figs, 
ſafferon there is ordinarely much kattel; wee finde there 
much ſalt, flax and hemp. In this Kingdomare 14, Arch: 
BiſThops and above hondert Biſſhops. Ir is divided in 8 
Parlaments or high Courts, to which the 21 head-Provinces 
therein conteyned, appeale. The ſame Parlaments have 
theyr reſidence in the cities of Paris, Rouaan, Rennes, 
Bordeaux, Tholouſe, Grenoble, Aix, and Digion. In 
our timehath King Henry the Great of an immortal memo- 
ry joyned his ſouyerain Prinſdom of Bearn to the Krown, 
and there ereCted a ninth Parlament in the city of Pau. 


T ALY, which many account for the fayreſt countrey 

in the World,ſhold haveabtayned its name fom the King 
Iralus of Sicily, who firſt taught the Inhabitans husbandry 
The Territories of Italy in the Weſt are, and partly alſo 
inthe North, the Alpes with the flood Varo, which divi- 
dethis Country from Frans, Germany and Switſerland: 
hence forth theforth the Sea watheth round about it. The 
hil Apenius is as the back-boneof Italy, dividing the ſame 
in length allmoſt over thwart from the hils of Alpes to the 
Sea of Sicily. Italy hath for the moſt part a healthy and 
good temperate ayr , thegroundis wonderful fatand fruyt- 
ful, affording plenty of korne, fruite, and all ſoorts of 
hearbs,ſeveral excellent good wines, oyl,and flax; the fields 
are fulof tame, and the woods ful of wild creatures, the 
hils adorned throughly with ſeveral metals and ſtones. Here 
are found many waters repleniſhed with fiſh many glorious 
and neatly-built and ſtrong cities;in one nord;thiscountrey 
1s the right Paradijs of world. In Italy are 28 Arch Biſſhops 
and morethen 200 Biſſhops; with many beautiful cities 
of which theſe are chiefeſt : Rome, Napels, Florence, Ve- 
nice, Genua, Milanen, Bolonien, Ravenna, Cremona, Pa- 
via, Pxdoa, Verona, Vicenza, Mantova, Siena, Luca: 
Ancona and Livorneare the two chicfeſt havens. Meſlinz 
and Palermolyein Sicily. Thellands of Sicily are ſpecially 
three; Sicily, Corſica, and Sardinien , beſides other litle 
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(GGEE MANY, the greateſt Countrey of one naam 
and language in whole Europe, the Latiniſts call it 
Germania, the inhabitans themſelvescall it Teutſchlandt/ 
the reaſon hereof is uncertaine. The linies of Garmany 
docat this day ſtretch much further then in the dayes of 
Pcolomy , for in the Weft is paſſeth through the Rhine, 
and beatethatthe French Lands of Loreyn and Bourgon- 
dien; inthe South , it ſtretcheſt over the River Donau to 
the hils the Alpes, whichdivideit from Italy; in the Eaſt 
it bordercth on Pruſſia, Poland, and Hungary, in the 
North on the North-zea, Denmark, and ho Rin. 
*tIsa warlik Nation and a populous Countrey , no leſſe 
pleaſant then fruitful ; it hath a ſweet pleaſant ayr , and 


plenty of vines, which produce dclicate good wines. The 


woods and ficlds are repleniſhed with wilde and tame be- 
alts , the Rivers and other waters rich of Viſch: Here 
arc found yery faire fountianes, and healthy baths; many 
mines of iron, ſteele, kopper, tinne, gold and filver. 
Germanny is divided in the high and lowe Countreys. 
Thehigh Countreys are called thoſe places which lye nexc 
to the Alpes, dl conteyne theſe following Provinces: 
Elfaz, Swaven , the County of the Pals on the Rhine, the 
Kingdom of Bohemien, which, though the inhabitants 
thercof uſe another language, nothwichſtanding 1s com- 
prehended within Germany , and hath under it three Pro- 
vinces; to wit, Marhern, Silefien and Lauſnits. The 
county Tirol, Stiermark, Carntens. and Carniola or 
Crayn. The Low-Countreys comprehend the Biſſhop- 
riksof Mentz , Trier, and Coln, the County of Heſſen , 
the Dukedoms of Saxen, Pomeren, Mekelenburg, Meylſ- 
ſen, Thuringen, Cleefand Bergh, with the Countreys 


which doe depend on them. Under the Marqueſle of 


Brandenburgh reſort Weltphalen and the Dukedom of 
Eaſt-Frieſland. 


| THe LOW-COUNTREYS, which in time 


ofthe Romans moſt were conteynedin Gallia Belgica, 
are at thisday divided in 17. Provinces, bordering in the 
Weſt and South on Frances in the Eaſt on the Rhine or the 
Maas; inthe North on the Ocean. The ayre oftheſe Coun- 
creys is thick and moiſt , but healthy and convenient; the 
ground for the moſt part even and ſmooth. The Low- 
Countres are very fruytful of korne, and ſeveral ſortes 
of tre - fruit; they afforde alſo much flax, hemp; there 
isalſo much catle to be found: but the chief of the Country 
conſiſteth infiſhing and war, v5" 5g ee the inhabitants 
ſurpaſſe all other Nations. Theſe 17 Provinces are partly 
ſubje& under the Houſe of Bourgundien, partly free, and 
are gouverned in the manner of a comononwealth. T he 
Houſe of Bourgondien poſſeſſeth the Dukedoms of Bra- 
bant, Limburg, and Lutſenburg, and one Quarter of 
Gelderland , the Marquizdom of the Holy Empire on the 
River Schelde, the Earldoms of Flandres, Artois, Hene- 
gou, Namen, andthe Dominion of Mechelen. The free 
united Low Countrey Provinces are theſe : three quarters 
of the Dukedom Gelderland, and the Earledom Sutphen , 
the Earledoms of Holland and Zeland, and the great Do- 
minions of Utrick, Frieſland, Overyſſel, and Groenin- 


gen. 


HEEVET! A or SWITSERLAND borders 
inthe South, on Italy ; inthe Eaſt on the Earledom 
of Tirol; inthe Weſt, on Savoyen and Bourgondien ; in 
the North, on Elſazand Loreynen. It isacountrey which 
licth in the midſt of the Alpes, and therefore accounted 
the higheſt Countrey of Europe, indifferent good and 
Fruicful; freeand reſpeRed of all its neyghbours, divided 
in ſeveral Cantons, which the call Orten. The chief cityes 
are Zurich , Bern, Lucern, Baſel, Friburg, Baden. 

The Eartdom of Walles, whereof Sitten is the prime 
city» andthe Province of the Griſonsor Graubunders, ha- 
ving Churfor a capitalCity, have bin long ſince in confe- 
deracy with the Switſers, and defend one another againſt 
theyr common enemucs. 


P OLA ND borders towardsthe Eaſt on Sileften ; hath 
for her Neyghbours the Prufſians, Littauwers, and 


Hungarians; it isa very frui:full Countrey of all ſorts of 
korne. Thechrefcityis Cracou, ſituated on therWeixd. 
Not farre from thenceare minesof ſalt. The chief commo- 
ditics which aretranſported out of Poland in other coun» 
trcys, arc wheat, ric, flax, wax, wood, andlcad. | 


ENMARKE is an indifferent great and large 

Kingdom, on a wonderful manner parted and diyi- 
ded through theſea. Its extremeſt Province is Jutland, in 
former time called Cimbrica Cherſonneſus. This couns 
trey bordereth in the South on Germany, being forthwith 
environed with the ſea, forthe moft part it is fruitfull and 
rich of korne, except in the North, whereitis ſandy and 
barren. Outof Denmarck are conveighed to other parts 
multitude off Oxen and horſes, much butter, hides viſch, 
&c. Thechiefcity is Coppenhaven , where the King dee» 
pes his court, and where there is an Univerſity. 


N ORWAY hath on the Eaſt Sweyeland, 6n the 
Weſt the Ocean, on the South Denmarke, and on 
the North Lapland. The Weſt and South Quarters of the 
Countrey are of an indifferent temperate Climate, but on 
the North the ſoile 1s unfruitful , and not able to feed and 
ſupports its habitans. Out of Norway cometh plenty of 
ſtockviſch, great quantity of pelr, hides,'trane, tarce 
maſts, ſpars, plankes, and other@rt of wood. 


QCWEDE N or SWETHELAND boundeth in 

the Weſt on Norway, in the South ou Denmarke; in 
the Eaſt on the white Sea and Moſcovia; in the North on 
the Ys-Zea. This Kingdom is one of the fruitfulſt Quar- 
ters of the North, and affordeth much koorne, hony 
wax, pelts, hides, roet, filver, ſtecle, lead, iron and 
kopper. Thehead or cluefcity ofthe Kingdom is Stock» 
bole , where the King keeps his Courr, 


OSCOVTIA hathtowards the North the Seca Pets 

Zorke, towards the Eaſt the Tartarians ; towards the 
South the Turcks; and towards the Weſt ; the Liitau« 
wers, Lijflanders, and the Swethes. The chief-city is 
Moſcou, there the great Duke (whone the SubjeCts call che 
Emperour of Ruſſia) keepeth his Court. 'Theprincipall 
commodites which are from hence tranſported unto other 
Countreys, are flax, hemp , wax, Eland and Qxen-hi- 
des, ſeverall precious pelts, traan, and falt viſch. 


IFELA ND bordereth in the Eaſt on white Ruſſens 

land of Moſcovia; in the South on Samogitien , which 
15apart of Littau; in the Weſt and North on the Eaſt-Sca; 
The chicfeſt city is Riga , not farre from the mouth of the - 
River Dwyna. Itaffordeth much hony, wax; aſhes, pick, 
taar and pelts. . 


H UNGARY hath for her Neyghbours on the Eaſt 
Moldavia; and Walachia; on the South Boſnia and 
Croatia; towards the Weſt Auſtria or Oſtenreich; and 
towards the North, Poland. The ground is exceeding fruit- 
ful of koorn, wine, and all fort of Victuall, of kattel here is 
ſuch great plenty as that the ſheepand oxen areſentinabun- 
dance to Germany and ltaly.Here alſoare found many Mis 
nesof gold, ſilver, kopper, iron and ſtecle. 


= LAVONIEN isenvironed betwix : Hungary, Italy 
the gulf of Venice and Greece : containing Liburnia, 
Croatia, Boſnia and Dalmatia. The Turke hath a great 
parr thereofin poſſeſſion, an other part the Emperour of 
Germany , thereſt being ſituated onthe Zea, is under the 
dominion ofthe Venetians. 


G REECE, infotmer time a Mother and Nurſe of all 
ſort of learning , but now a bondflaaf of the unbelce- 
ving Mahumetiſts, andan habitation ofthe Turkiſh Empe- 
rours, isenvironed on the North withBulgariaand Seryia, 
and forth with on the Weſt, South and Eaſt compaſled 
about with the Sea. The commodities which are brought 
aut of Greece and conveyghed to forreine places, are, gold, 
ſilver , kopper , kopperas , ſeveral dying ſtutte, wines, 
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oyl, flus, Damaſts, and Turck(ch Groggreins. Greece 
or Grieckland hath aſlmoſt innumerable Ilands, among 
whichthegreateſt and molt famous, is, Candia, in for- 
mertime called Creta, affording very precious and deli- 
cate wines, Moſcadel and Malveſit, Currens, Scarlet- 
dic, fugar, criſtal, goat-ſkins, oyl, hony, wax, and 
healing hearbs. 

The chiefcſt Ilands of Europe, ſituated in the great 
Sea, are, Brittaine, Yreland and Yſland, Brittaine (which 
certaine yeares hence'is happily reduced under one King- 
dom) was here to fore divided in Engeland and Scot- 
Jand. 


TT NGLA ND which with Schotland maket the grea- 
teſt Iland of Europe, bearing abundance of good 
wheat andother ſort of koorn, and beautified with many 
rivers wherein is plenty of fi!h , hath many commodious 
havens: alſo mines of gold, ſilver , lead, iron, and eſpe- 
cially much precious tinne : There are ſeveral ſorts of 
creatures, (ſerving for the ſupportance of Man) and 
chiefly a great multitude of fine wol-bearing ſncepe, which 
indced is the right golden flecce of this Royal Iland. The 
chieſ-city of whole Engeland is the glorious city London, 
ſituated on the River 'Teems, witha bridge over it, which 
isaccounted one of the fayreſt of Europe. From hence co- 
me ſeveral ſortsof woollen clothes, ſaffron , tinne, Icad , 
wheat, baarly , bear), dried herrings 3 and Sea-kolcs. 


gCcOTL AND, compalſed round about with the 
Sea, except on the South where it boundeth on Enge- 
land, is not ſo fruitfull , hath notwithſtanding all necel- 
fariesfor the ſupportance of life. The chicf city is Eden- 
burrough. Scotland affordeth many fortes of courſe wool- 
Jenclothes, wool, malt, hides, fiſh, and ſtone-koles. 


ERLAND is full of lakes and ſtanding Pooles, 

hath good fat paſtorage, alſo abundance of tame and 
wilde beaſts. This Iland hath an healthy ayre, bearcth no 
venomousthing. The inhabitants are rude wilde People, 
but through the converſation and governement of the En- 
gliſh begin to be more and moretamed.On the fields grow 
much gras, where in goe many kie and ſheep, but are 
ſomwhatleſſe then in other countreys. 


YE L A ND is in length about hondert dutſch miles, 
forthe moſt part unbuylr and hilly, in the valleys is 
much katle and gras, there groweth no. korne or other 
trees then barck and Junipertrees. The inhabitants make 
bread of beaten fiſh, wont to drinke water, but mixe 1t 
now with korne, whichis broughtto them from forreyne 
places. They live moſt , incavesor holes under theearth, 
and account-the Mountaines for theyr cities , make theyr 
houſes off fiſh-bones. They in the Eaſt-countrey deale 
much for Yzland, and exchange theyr commodities for 
brimftone, dry fiſh, roet, butter, ſkins of wilde and 
tame beaſts, white faulkes, horſes, and other commo- 
dities. In this Countrey aretwo Biſſhopriks, Holen and 
Schalholt, which have ſome Nunneries under chem. Here 
asalſo in other Northern parts are found many white bea- 
res, which are exceeding fierce and cruel. 


SIA, the ſecond part of the olde World, is in the 

Weſt divided from Europe through the rivers the 
Don and the Dwina; from Africk throug the narrownes, 
betweene the Mediterranean and the red Seas; onthe Eaſt 
itſtretcheth to the Chineeſchor Eoiſch, on the north to 
the Scytiſh, and on the South to the Indian Sea. It doth 
farre ſurpaſſe Europe and Africk, as alſo other parts of 
the World, in largenes , riches, plenty of ſpices, pre- 
cious ſtones, koſtly pearles , dk rarities. This part 
of the world hath bin in all formertimes the moſt famous ; 
for from hence aroſe firſt all dominions, where by the 
world hath bin governed. Man hath bin there firſt created 
of God , placed, in Paradijs, ſeduced through Satan, and 
redeemed throug Chriſt our Sayiour. Here alſo hapned 
molt all that hapnedin the olde, and eſpecially that in the 
new Teſtamear, 


All the Countreys of Aſia arc divided in fix parts: 
whereofthe great Duke of Muſcoviendoth poſleſſe a part; 
the ſecond is under the Tyranny of the great Turk; the 
third under the Power of Tartarians, the 4 under the 
Dominion of the mighty King of China, the 5®-are the 
rich Countreys of Indien, and the 6% and laſt part is un- 
der the commaund of the Sophi, or King of Perſien. To 
Aſia likewiſe appertaine an innumerable multitude of 
Ilands, among which theſe are the chiefeſt, Cyprus in the 
Mediterranean Sca, furthermore in the Indian Sea, Zei 
lan, Sumatra, Java, Borneo, Celebcs, Moluccen, Banda, 
Gilolo, Luconia and Japan. | 

Of Moſcovia wee have treated heretofore in the De- 
ſcription of Europe, ſith the moſt part thereof is ſituated 
in Europe. 

That which the great Turck doth poſſeſſe in Aſia, are 
all the Provinces of Natolia ( formerly called Aſtatheleſſe) 
ſmall Armenia, and a part of great Armenia; Diarbech 
(in former time Meſopotamia) Syria and a great deal of 
Arabia. The chiefeſt Mart-townes 1n theſe Countreysare, 
Trapeſonda, Al:ppo,with her Sea-havens Tripoli, Amon, 
Damaſco, Baruti and Mecha. Theſe Countreys affoard 
much ſilk, taſti, Damaſts , Turks groggrem, kotten and 
ſcarlet die. The other part of Arabia reforteth undet ſe- 
veral Kings, there in is ſituated the famous city Aden: 
from thence come very fayre pearles; the unfeygned bal- 
zem-oyl, franckincenſe, myrrhe, and ſuch like com- 
moditics. 


ARTARIE are in one name tearmed all the 
Countreys, ſituated, witha large and confuſed com- 
prehenſion, Eaſtward from the Eaſtern Ocean, betwixt 
the Northern Yz-Sea and the Southern Countreys , as 
China, that part of Indien without Ganges, the River 
Oxus, the Caſpian and Meotian Seato Moſcovien weſt« 
ward. The inhabitans are called Tartarians, whoare or- 
dinarily ſtrang, ſtout and bold People, and who eaſcly 
ſuffer hunger, heat, and cold. They have no cityes, villa- 
es nor houſes, but dwel by companyes (which they call 
ordas) with wives, children and cattel (in tabernakelg 
and tents in the ficlds) now here, to morrow elſewhere, 
whereſoever they finde good paſtorage for theyr cattle, 
to wit , oxen, ſheep, horſes and kamels, with whoſe fleſh, 
blood and milk they ſuſtaine themſelves. Theyr Prince 
one ofthe greateſt Potentates of the Earth, they call Cham 
(that is Duke) to whome they ſhew ſingular obedience. 


CE INA, which 1s accounted the greateſt, power- 
fulſt, and richeſt Kingdome of the whole world, is 
compalled on the Eaſt and South with the Orijentall 
Ocean, which the Ancient named Mare Eoum ; on the 
weſt with India and Bramas; and on the Northitisjoyned 
with Tartary, where the Kings have divided it with an 
admirable wall of 400 miles in length, buylt betwixi the 
hils. It is divided in 15 Kingdoms or great Provinces, 
they have each a Prince or King of theyr owne, who agai- 
ne ſubmit themſelves all unto one ſupream King z whois 
able (according to the relation of the Portugals) in time 
of warre to bring in the field more as 300000 footernen 
and 200000 horſemen. Itis very fruirfull of korne, kattel, 
tame and wilde: it hath alſo mines of precious ſtones, 
gold, kopper, iron, ſtecle and pearls and fpecialy there is 
great abundance of ſilk : it conteyneth great migty cities, 
which alſo are very populous. Of the great and glorious 
city Paquin (where the King hath his reſidence) arealmoſt 
increcible things written. The inhabitants are very witty 
and ſutle, ineſpecially in ManufaQtuurs, they make wa- 
gons with which they zayle over Land, as with ſhips in the 
Zea. Theatt of printing and making of pieces of ordo- 
nances hath bin by them farre ſooner in uſe as by us. They 
have good civil lawes, according to which they live; bur 
the true knowledge of God they want, ſith they are hea- 
thens, and adore Sun, Moone, and other idols, jea the 
Divel hunſclf, leaſt he doe them any evil. Theprincipal 
commodities which comeoutof China, are, gold precious 
ſtones,muſk, rhubarb,the root China, fine earthen platters 
abundance of ſilke, ſugar, rijs, cotton, linnen, and korne. 
INDIEN; 
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TN DIEN, fituated betwixt Perſien , the hil Tavri, 
China , and the Indian Seca, is (asall writers Witnes) 
the beſt and nobeleſt Countrey on Earth, or which produ- 
ceth the beautifulſt and beſt fruit, as wel thoſe which ſerve 
for Mans ſuſtenance as pleafure. Ir repleniſheth the whole 
world withis precious ſtones and pearles, koſtly ſpices, 
medicinal drugs and perfumes, in ſuch a manner that (if 
Paradys where no where to be had) this whole Countrey 
might betearmed. a terreſtrial Paradys. Many Kingdoms 
and rich countreysare therein conteyned, as the Kingdom 
of the great Mogol, which is properly Indien, Cambaja, 
Orixa, Bengala, Aracan, Pegu, Malacca, Siam, Tipura, 
Gouro, &c. Calicut, ſicuated in Malabar , wont not long 
ſince to be the chief-ciry of whole Indien, which at this time 
is called Goa : here have the deputy of Portugal, the Arch- 
Biſſhop, the Kings Counſel and the Chauncellors theyr 
reſidence, to commaund over all the Quarters of the Eaſt- 
parts appertayning tothe King of oo. Among many 
ſtrange things and trees which grow in Indien, are the tree 
de Rais and the tree Triſte very wonderfull. The tree de 
Rais or root-tree groweth firſt from below as other trees 
doe, but ſpreading its branches, they grow ful of ſprigsand 
roots, which bowing and growing downward to the earth, 
at laſt grow faſt there and take root, and in progres of time 
grow ſo thick as the firſt root, ſo that they are hardly to be 
diſcerned one from an other : out of which againe others 
round about grow to an innumerable number ; ſo that ſuch 
trees in time ſpread them ſelves in a round circle an Italian 
mile. Farre ; and not onely that the loweſt branches thruſt 
theyr twigs and rootes downwards ( which afare of is asa 
deal of hanging hemp) bur alſo theuppermuſt higheſt, in 
ſuch a Manner that one onely tree maketh a cloſe wood. 
De Arbore triſte or the ſadtree , ſocalled, becauſe he 
doth not flouriſh by day but alwayes by night; a ſtrange 


thing to behold. As long as the Sun is not ſet, this tree 


appeareth as withered, and when the Sunne is ſet, there is 
no bloſſom to be ſeen or it; but preſently an half houre 
after, it is as ful of bloſſoms as may be, very faire to behold, 
and of an exceding pleaſant ſmel , and continueth fo the 
whole nigth : but as foone as the day and Sunne returneth, 
doe all the bloſſums fall of, thar there remayneth not one 
on the tree, and couer the Earth, and the leaves ſhut them- 
ſelfs half, ſo that he ſeemeth ro be withered and dead; this 
continueth til evening, then it beginneth to get bloſſoms as 
before; and continueth ſo the whole year. 


P E RSIA, very famous inreſpett of the 24* Monarchy, 
comprehendeth many Countreys and Provinces, 1s a 
very potent rich countrey, and is governed by the Soph, 
who (though he be a Mahumetiſt ) warreth continually 
apainſt the Furck for the religion of Mahumet, and that in 
reſpect of the ſevaral expoſitions of the Alcoran , out of 
Perſia are brought precious ſtones, Oriental Pearls , the 
cordial ſtone Bezoar,much ſilk-work,and very fayr horſes. 
The nobeleſt and fayreſt Pearls which are found in the 
whole Eaſt, and whichare called the right Oriental Pearls, 
are found in the Gulf of Perſia, betwixt Ormus and Baſſo- 
ra, in the Places of Barein Caryffa, julfarand other places 
thereabout. Theſe are fiſhed by Divers, which are therein 
experienced, going ten, twelft, twenty and more fathoms 
under water , and growe in Oiſters, which the Dippers 
being naked) grable ſwifly on the bottom, and with a 
mall baſket , which they have bound abour theyr body 
bring them with them abovewater; being layd inthe Sun- 
ne, they goe open of theyr owne accord, and therein are 
found the Pearls. 


Z, E YL AN isoneof the beſtand fruytfulſt TIands which 
are knowne at this day, the Earth is there alwayes 
green, and the trees load ened with bloſſems and-fruit, 
producing the fayreſt Oreng-appels, Lemmons, Citrons, 
and ſuch like fruit. The beſt Cinamongroweth here with 
hole bonſhes. This pleaſant fruit is the ondermoſt or le- 
cond rind of thetree, is cut of in foureſquare pieces, is of 
anaſch-colour, being laid in the Sunne and rould up toge- 
ther, it becommeth red, and in three years after the trees 
have theyrrinde or bark again, Beſides many other creatu- 


res thereare multitude of Elephants, which are ſuppoſed 
to ſurpaſle all Elephants of other Countreys in wit and 
nobility. / 

Weltward from Zeylan arc ſituated the Ilands Maldivia, 
more (as is reported) then cleven thouſand in number, 
whichare moſt inhabited, and ſome for theyr lownes not 
inhabited ; here are not much other commoditeits then 
Coques, that is, Indian nuts, and theſe in ſuchabundance, 
that the inhabitants doe wholy maintaine themſelves with 
them} and re leeve almoſt whole Indien. Therind, or, 
that which fitteth about the ſhel of this nut is the hemp of 
Indien, where of they make kabelsand all ſortes of ropes. 
They make theyr Ships of the wood of this tree , and ſewe 
them together with koardes made of this aforenamed rind, 
without the uſe of an iron needle. The leaves of the tree 
they uſe for their failes. 'In one word, the ſhip withall its 
appurtances, theyr viCtual and alſo merchandize where 
with it is loadened is all of this onely date tree, which main- 
taynerh all the inhabitants of theſe Ilands. 


g UMATRA, which in former times ( according to 

the Opinion of many ) was wont to be called Taproba- 
na, is divided under ſeverall Kings: of all theſe is he of 
Achem the moſt potent, Here groweth ( beſides ſeverall 
other ſpices ) plenty of very good Peper. Allo there are 
mines of ſeverall mettals, whereof the inhabitants make 
good peeces of Ordnance. Here are found very big Ele- 


phants, which being tamed, are yery fit for warre, they 


have theyr reſidence in the woods, by whole troupes: here 
1s alſo te be ſeen the creature Rhinoceros, the arch-anemy 
of the Elephant, and though it be farr leſſe , yet notwith 
ſtanding it dare enter battle with it : it doth whert its hoorns 
againſt che rocks, and thereby endeavoureth to teare up the 
belly of the Elephant, Many judge ittq be the right Uni- 
corn. What ſocuer part of body this creature hath, but 
eſpecially the horne, is accounted very precious for the 
expelling of all venome. 


J AVA is very fruitful of feverall ſpices and Indian fruits, 
eſpecially here groweth great plenty of pepper. Is divi- 
ded among many Kings, of which the great Mataran , he 
of Bantam, and he of Tubanare the mighticſt, They who 
dwel on Sea-ſhore are Mahumeriſts, in the Countrey they 
are heathens. On Java the Hollanders have buylr the city 
and ſtrong fort Batavia, where formerly Jacatra hath bin, 
it is the chiefeſt Colonic and reſidence of the Governeur, 


B ANDA isa ſmall Iland, but very famous; for here 
alone and on ſome Ilands thereabout grow all the nut- 
mucksand Mace, which are diſperſed in great plenty over 
all the world. The trees on which the nutmeks grow are 
ſomething alike the pear-tree or perfick-tree, onely that 
they are ſmaller. 'The nutmeks are covered with a threefold 
ſhel orrinde : the outmoſt is asthe grory rindes of acornes; 
when theſcare ripe, they divide or ſeparate themſe]vesaſun - 
der, and then thereis to be ſeene arind or baſt, like a ſmall 
net, -where withthe fruit is compaſſed about, fayre red of 
colour, like unto ſcarlet, pleaſant of ſight, which wee call 
Mace or the blom of thenutmeck. When the fruir is ripe 
and growethdrye, the Mace breaketh forth, and becometh 
then an Orange-couler. The third rinde or ſhel is ſomg 
what harder and woodeniſh rhen the former; as the acor- 
ne-nuts, ſafe that it is blackiſh , and that being opened , 
therein wee find the Nutmek..Three times 1n the year theſe 
trees afforde ripe fuit, to witin Auguſt , in December, and 
the beſt and moſt in April. In Banda is to be ſeene a won - 
derful bird, which they call Eme, being almoſt once as big 
asa Swan , haying black feathers, but no winges nor ong , 
above its head it hath a ſharpnes or ſhield , as a ſhell-crab, 
he doth prote&t and defend him ſelf with his ſtrong hookes, 
ſtriking behind him as a horſe. He devoureth all that ts caſt 
before him, though it were apples as big as a fiſt, and thac 
which is moſt to be admired, burning kolesand great pic- 
ces of ice. In the year 1 596. have the olland Ships brought 

ſucha bird aliveat Amſterdam, for an admirablerarity. 
The Ilands of Moluccen, ſituated under the AquinoQtial 
line, andalittle towards theN _ (though they be ſmaal ) 
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are ntwith-ſtanding famons overthe wole world, 1n re- 
pard of the plenty of cloves'wnich growe onely in theſe 
places; and are vijf number, to wit, Ternate, Tidore, 
Motir, Machian and Bachian. The trees on which the 
cloves grow, arclike the laurel-tree or bay-tree in bignes 
and aſkion , onely that the leavesare ſmaller; like unto the 
almondor willow-lcaves, they have many twigsand plenty 
of flowers, which firſt are white , afterward green, and at 
the laſt red and ſomewhat hard, and doe change in theſe 
fruit, which wee call cloves. Whentheſe flowers are-green 
they have the moſt pleaſant ſmel above all flowers in the 
Worlde. The flowers grow very clole together in great 
quantity on the utmoſt of the ſprigs, as the berryes of the 
Myrtle-tree. Theſe Ilands afford very lule to the ſuſte- 
nance of mans life; here groweth no rice nor korn; there 
are alſo no catle , but fewe buckgoats and hens. Theyr 
bread they make of ſome trees and roots. Onely 1n theſe 
Tlands are to be found the Paradijs-birde, which in ſtrange 
and beautiful feathers ſurpaſſeth all other birds 1n the 


World. 


A FRICA, thethird part ofthe old Werld, is divided 
from Europe through the Mediterranean , and from 
Aſia through the red Sea. The chicf Countreys of Atrica 
are Barbary, Egypt, Biledulgerid, Sarra, the Countrey of 
the Ethiopians , the Abiſſines, of Prieſt Johns Countrey, 
and Monomotapa. The llands appertaining to Africa, 
are thoſe of Canaria , Cabo de Verde, $S. Thomas, Mada- 
gaſcar, and Sacotora. Out of Africa are brought in Europe, 
Gold, Yvorie, Eben-wood, Aloe, theEgyptian Balzem- 
oyle, Mumia, Myrrh, Feathers, Sugar, Ginger, Daats, and 
ſome W ines from Madera, and the Hands of Canarien. 


ARBARY, the beft part of Africa , hath on the 
South the mountaynes of Atlas; on the Weſt, the 
Aclantiſh; and on the North the Mediterranean Zea. Ir is 
divided into 4. Kirgdoms, as Marocco , Fez, Telcfin, 
and Tunes : it is watered with many rivers, which flowing 
our of the hils Atlas, Powreth out her waters in the Medi- 
terranean Zea. The Kingdom of Fez, which 1s farre forth 
the mighticſt of Barbary, hath its name derived from the 
Mother-city Fez,afayr and populous city,partly environed 
with Walls, and forthwith with mountainesand rocks. It is 
reported that in the ſame are 700 churches , whereof the 
Mother-church comprehendeth a large round place,having 
30 high and very ſpacious dores. Here grow ordinarily 
many daats, Oranges, olives, figs, and ſuch like fruit, butnor 
much wine. The inhabitants are are white or jellow Mo- 
res , commonly an upright and good , but dom and unca- 


pable people. 


B 


GY PT hath bin many years hence a famous Countrey, 

ſoo admirable fruicfull , when the River Nile doth but 
keepe its ordinary courſe , and, flowe 13 cubites over the 
Land, that the Poet Lucan doth highly exrol it. 'The afore- 
faid flood beginneth commonly to encreaſle 1n the begin- 
ning of June, and continueth 4o dayes : then it doth by litle 
and litle decreafe, and as ſoone asany part ofthe Countrey 
runneth drie, they begin to caſt theyr zeed1n the earth, nor 
ſtanding in need of rayne or any other humidity. The 
Egyptians have bin in former times very ſuttel and witty, 
| cM Aſtronomers, and Phyſicians, but exceeding ſuper- 

1tious. 


The Pyramides, which are reckoned among the ſeven 
miracles of the world, where formerly erected in this place 
by theyr Kings, eyther for vayn glory and oſftentation of 
theyr great power and wealth , or to keep the peoplein 
ation thatthey might not betake them ſelves to ydelnes. 


THIOPIA, or ABISSINEN, hathnorthward 
Lybien and Egypt ; towards the Weſt the River Ni- 
per» and the Kingdom of Congo; towards the South the 
Maensbergen ; and towards the Eaſt the Kingdoms of Me- 
linde, Magadoxo and the red Sea, and though here grow 
bur litle korn, notwithſtanding it beareth much fruit, un- 
knowne tous, fir for maintenance of Manslife, The inha- 


bitants are Chriſtians : have one King who byus 1s called 
Prieſt John , but by them Acegue and Negus, thatis Em- 
perourand King : He writes thathe is of the houle of David: 
1s able to rayſe ten hondert thouſfend Men of warre,and 500 
Elephants, beſides a great number of horſesand Camels, 
they have one Patriarch , whome they call Abuma, who 1g 
the head ofthe Clergii : have Cloiſters for men and women, 
but the Monkes asalſo the Prieſt being married,muſt main- 
taine themſelves with theyr own labour and husban dry. 
They mixe the goſpel and the old Teſtamentamong one 
another : circumciſe both male and female kind, and bap. 
tizethem with water and fire,towit,in burning ſome to keng 
on theyr face ; and the baptiſin of water is yearly revewed 
by them. They keep alſolent, which continueth withthem 
50 dayes, with water and bread , and ſome ofthem with 
green hearbs. They have beſides theſe many other Cere- 
monies and ſuperſtitions too tedious to relate. 


B ILEDULGERID beareth that name from the 
palm or Daat-tree, which groweth here in greatquan- 
tity. The inhabitants are dul and borith , without any good 
lawesor manners. All theyr trade conſiſts in dates and mar- 
mel-ſtone, which they exchange with the Outlanders for 
corne, whichno where 1s fowed here. 

Hitherto wec have ſhortly run over the chief Countreys 
of the old world : now followeth the new world of Ameri- 
ca, whichin the diviſion of the whole Earth, wee place for 
the ſecond part, which ordinarily is placed for the 4* part 
of the world , This Countrey hath bin unknowne to the 
Ancient, and found in the year of our Lord 14.97. by Ame- 
ricus Veſpufiusa Florentine , after whome it iscalled Ame- 
rica; though this honour be not without reaſon attributed 
to Chriſtopher Columbus of Geneve , who in the year 
1492. firſt hath diſcoueredit. It may bealmoſt dividedin 
two Ilands : fith it is onely witha ſmall neck annexed unto 
Panama and Nombre de Dios. The Northeruparth com- 
prehendeth new Spain, Florida Virginia , /he New Lows- 
Countreys , New: Frans , New-Englandt, Canada, and 
Terra Nova, on thc North it isyet unknowne ; the South- 
part conteyneth Guajana, Caſtilia del Oro, Peru, Chili, 
Braſilien, Paraguay , and other Provinces more. 


EW-SPZYN conteyneth many Provinces and 
Nations of ſeverall languages. The chief city of this 
Countrey is Mexico, a Queen ofall the citycsof the new 
worlde. Before the Spanjardscame hither, the number of 
the houſes were 70000, and was ſituated in the midſt of a 
ou otlarge lake or (tanding poole, almoſt as Venice: but 
erdinandus Cortez , who in the years 1519 and 1520. 
hath brought theſe Countreys under the commaund ofthe 
King of Spayn, hath tranſported thecity on the ſhore of the 
lake, and is at hepreſenta wel-built city. Theother prin- 
cipall cities next to Mexico, are , Compoſtella, (where the 
Biſſhop hath his ſtool, and the Kings Council her refiden- 
ce.) Colimaort Purificatio , Guadalajara, Mechoacan, Sa- 
catula, and Civitas Angelorum, or the city of Angels. The 
com modities whicli are tranſported hence untoother parts 
of the world, are, gold, ſilver, pearls, balzem-oyl, conce- 
nille or ſcarlet-die , Salfaparilla , the root Mechoacanna, 
brimſtone and hides. 


F LORIDA is pleaſant and indifferent fruitful Coun- 
trey. Here growe Mulberries, cherries, cheſnuts, gra- 
pes, Medlers,and prunes. Here arealſo harts,goates,beares, 
leopards, and many othercreatures; alſo Peakocks, Par- 
tridges , Parrets , and manifold birds , which are yet un+ 
knownto us. In the Riversare many and ſeveral Serpents, 
and many Crocodils, which the inhabitants moſt conti- 
nually ſeek to oppoſe. As for the manners of the inhabi- 
tants, they are forthe molt part rude and not chaſt. They 
doe not let theyr Childrenlearn noart nor trade, neither 
reprove them for theyr faults. From robbing and to keep 
that which they haverobbed as theyr owne, they make no 
conſcience. Every one notwitſtanding hath his owne wife 
and are very jealous, account no thing lo precious as the eu- 
riouscolours of the feathers of birds. They doe beleevethe 

immortality of ſoules , butare otherwiſe Idolaters. 
PERU, 


ERU, the moſtfamousplace of al Countreys in the 

world, hath on the North Caſtilia del Oro; on the 
Eaſt, the hils; on the South, Chili, and on the Weſt, 
the great Southern Zea. Theprime city is Lima , otherwi- 
{ſe called Ciudad de los Reyes: there the Deputy hath his 
reſidence, alſo the Arch Baſſhop, having under him for 
Biſſhop - cities, Quito, Cuſco, Guamanga, Guanuco, 
Popoian, Gajaquil , Chacapoias, Porto Vejo, Arequipa, 
Plata, Trugillo, Charchi, S. Miguel , and S. Franciſco. 
This Countrey is temperate of ayr, very populous, and 
fruitful of precious ſtones , bezoar-ſtone, Salſaparilla, and 
eſpecially of gold and ſilver : for it is accounted for one of 
the richeſt in the world in regard of this acceptable and de. 
ſirable mcrall ; which is alſo eaſily to be conceived ffrom 
the great treaſures which have bin many years hence, and 
yet arc, conveyged thence. That which the Hiſtoriaus 
writeof Peru is almoſt incredible. Arabaliba , King of Pc- 
ru, when the Spaenjacrts came firſt thither, and tooke 
him prizoner, offcred for his redemption, to fil up the 
place, where he lay impriſoned, with gold, ſo high as he 
ſtanding on his toes, whereable to rcach with his fingers; 
the place was 22 feet in length, and 17 in breadth; or if 
they rather wold have ſilver , he wold fil the place twice up 
to the top of the houſe. It appearcth alſo out of hiſtories, 
that the Spanjards in theyr firſt coming thither did couer the 
hoofs of theyr horſe with gold and filver, from Peru are 
tranſported in to Europe gold, filver, precious ſtones, 
bezoar-ſtone, Salſaparilla, and more other things of an 
healing nature. 


(; HILT isalſoa larg Country rich of gold, but as yet 
litle knowne, much lefſe conquered by the Spanyards, 
againſt which nation the inhabitans ( for the defence of 
theyr liberty ) continually warre, wherein. alſo they carre 
themliclves manly. 


B RASIL is towards the Eaſt and North compaſled 
about withthe Sca ; towards the weſt and Northit hath 
the large River ofthe Amaſones, and tothe South de Rio 
dela plate. This is a very pleafant and fruitful Countrey , 
and of an healthy ayre. ThisProvince is divided by the Por- 
tugals into 9 gouvernments, which they call Capitanias, 
other doe reckon 14, to wit S. Vincent, R. de Jenero, 
Porto , Seguro, Spirito Santo, Itheos, Bahia, Seregipe, 
Phernambuco, Tamaraca, Parayba, Rio Grande, Cia- 
ra, Maranhahon, and Para; though ſome of theſe ſur- 
paſſe the bounds of Braſil. The inbabitans are called Mar- 
ajateny Tabajaten , Ovetacaten, Tovoupinambaultien, 
orpions, and many more: moſt all of them cruel and 
wild People, and eaters of Mankiud. They goe ſtark na- 
ked, :Men. and Women : Adorne themſelves with fea- 
thers,\ they bore in theyr lips and cheeks great holes, in 
which they place certaine little ſtones or bones, which 1s 
of -a terrible fight. They are. ſtrangers to all civil governe- 
ment and religion , they known neither honour heavenly 
nor carthly Gods: ' þeleve notwithſtanding the immortalt- 


ty of the Soules, and that thoſe who have taken priſoners, 
killed eaten many Knemyecs, live with theyr Forefathers 
in delight and dancing: and on the contrary that the flow 
are carried away and tormented of the Aignan, that is, 
the dive], who doth plange them. They. warre alwayes 
one againſt another, the one Nation againſt the other : 
theyr weapons are wooden ſpears or Iavelins, bowes, and 
arrows. Theyr enemics whome on both ſides they take 
priſoners, they make fat as ſwine, and afterward kil them 
with many ceremonies, and being roaſted on theyr wood- 
den grid-irons, eath them up. The Margajaten are friends 
ro the Portugals, trough whoſe. converſation they by de- 
grees are tamed, and made ſubjett to lawes and civil You 
vernment beſides Brafily-wood , cotton, and other things 
more, doth Braſil afford, moreas other Countreys, great 
quantity of ſugar, which groweth in long reedes or ca- 
nes, theſc they breake, and grinde them with mils, afrer- 
ward fecth or boyle them in ketles and ſo they draw the 
plcaſant ſweernes out of it. 


The principal Hands of the new world are Hiſpaniola, 
Cuba, Jamaico, andS. Juan de Porto Rico. Hiſpaniola is 
allo called S. Domingo, after $. Dominicus, to whoſe 
honour they have built there a city , which is the head-cir 
of all the reſt;there the deputy of the King and the Biſhop 
have theyr reſidence. Ir is a hilly, but above all other a 
pleaſant and fruytfull Countrey. Here growet great plcn- 
ty of ſugar, Caſſia Fiſtula, Maſtix, and great ſtore of 
the beſt ginger. Hereare alſo good mines of gold and ily 
ver, and from thence are brought abundance of hides. 


$ UBA isalong ſmall Ilaind, and alſo Mountainous, 

hath many gold-bearing Rivers. The Spanjards have 
built there twocities, S. Jago, wherethe Biſſhop dwellerh, 
and Havana, the Mart-touw and haven ofthe Iland, very 
ſtrong, where the fleet zayling from the Weſtindisto Spain 
doth ordinarily meer, and wayrte for wind: and wcataer 
for to zayle over. 


Some wont tocal for a fifth part ofthe world Terra Au- 
ſtralis or Magellanica, the countreys in the South of the 
vStraat Magellanes; bur ſith the ſhipping by the Hollanders 
to thoſe parts, but ſome few jears hence it. known, that 
Tierradel Fuego, by Magellanes called, is nothing than 
a haep of Lands ; and no firm land there about, which may 
beare the name of the 5 part of the world, I thinke it ſut- 
ficient that I have touched it with theſe few words, ex+ 
cept, twee wil call Terra Auſtralis, thoſe Countreys1n the 
South of Nova Guinea, whether the Hollanders moſt zay- 
led in the year 1644. and intheſe our Maps are called Hol- 
landia Novaand Nova Zelandia. Nothwithſtanding ſith 
the Coaſtsare butpartly diſcovered , and that we have no 
knowledgeofthe inward Countreys, wee ſhall as yet let 
them reſt under Aſia, til further diſcovery ; and commend 
ſuch adiviſion to our Poſterity, if wee by our life gaine ng 
more knowledg. |
